fter adding the finishing touches to their hydrogen 
production model in Advanced Placement Chemistry, partners 
Alex Cheng and Brandon Thompson, seniors, decided to add 
one last part to the experiment. Not able to pass up the 
opportunity, they attempted to ignite the hydrogen. After 
previously grumbling that the labs required goggles, both boys 
had to shield their eyes when the pressure in the beaker built 
up and exploded, sending small shards of glass everywhere. 

"I used to always complain about how uncomfortable 
goggles were," Alex said. "I didn't realize I wasn't wearing 
goggles that day until after the shards flew all over the room. 
I never complained about wearing goggles after that." 

Accidents forced students to realize that every answer, 
experiment, or assignment needed close inspection to avoid 
mistakes. As Alex learned to wear his goggles to avoid serious 
injury to his eyes, Katie Daniels, junior, learned to double- 
check her pre-calculus class work to avoid injury to her grade. 

"My stupid little mistakes when I was in a hurry and not 
paying attention were from not double-checking my work," 
Katie said. "Writing a number wrong could change an answer 
completely in pre-calculus because it was important to use 
the right terms. The whole class was based on preciseness." 

That idea of preciseness carried itself over from the Math 
and Science Departments to even the more liberal classes such 
as art and ceramics. For Elise Miller, sophomore, ceramics re- 
quired just as much thought and thoroughness as any lab 
experiment or algebra problem. 

"We would hit the clay on the table and throw water on it 
to make sure the air bubbles popped," Elise said. "Some people 
would make it too thick and would be afraid it would burst 
because they made it wrong. But I wasn't afraid of it bursting." 

However, no matter how cautiously a student molded his 
clay, an inevitable bubble burst his day. Double-checking tests 
or wearing goggles on lab days could not allow students to 
escape daily disasters. Zach Holobowski, senior, experienced 
the pain of those missed mistakes on his drafting assignments. 

"The problem with the drafting class was the absolute need 
for individualized attention," Zach said. "If my corners on 
my graphs weren't exactly right, Mr. Davidson would circle 
my comer and dock me 20%. I had to print out my graphs 
and examine them to make sure my corners were right because 
the computer [screen] wasn't good enough." 

Disasters from a 20% reduction on assignments to molded 
ceramic pots bursting in the kiln characterized the day to day 
problems students faced if they didn't take precautions while 
they worked on their assignments like chemistry experiments 
and drafting activities.

T wo scarecrows, one angel, one NBA 
player, two princesses and a cat 
boarded the red van on their way to 
the Calumet City elementary school of Our 
Lady of Knock.

While Neerja worked hard on freeing vic- 
tims, Mike Friedman, junior, turned his atten- 
tion to his debate workload and briefed evi- 
dence to create a brand new 70-page negative 
case on Lariam, an anti-malarial drug, during 
the few weeks before Districts. 

"By the end of Districts, it was down to only 
a handful of excellent teams," Mike said. "We 
had, however, been debating for over ten hours 
and were extremely tired from judging delays 
and the strain of what we were doing. So when 
they announced two of the Munster teams as 
[National] qualifiers and one as an alternate 
[to go to Nationals], we were simultaneously 
surprised, thrilled and relieved." 

However they spent their time, students 
found that clubs offered them a sense of satis- 
faction. As Natalie realized that she had to 
leave the students and stop dancing to the cele- 
bration songs, the children surrounded her and 
grabbed at her legs and asked her to stay. After 
many hugs Natalie walked away knowing that 
not only had these children had a memorable 
experience, but she had also.

A fter finding a cause that concerned her, 
Becka Stork, freshman, wrote letters 
to the African Prime Minister addres- 
sing a wrongly imprisoned boy's rights.
